for this city. But in his oageruesH to 
make a case, he assumes altogether too 
much. In the first place, it is rather 
too much to ask the public to believe 
that Mr. Nathan -.vas to be the reci- 
pient of a free gift of $50,000. We eu- 
feif fait^no meain' opinitin oHhafc'gentle- 
man'S inflaence and ability; but we 
'confess that we cannot go quite as 
high as that. In the seoond place, he 
assumes that Mr. Nathan was cognizant 
of, iind consenting to, what ho endea- 
vors to make out a gigantic bribe. In 

' - support of this he does not, and can- 
not produce a tittle of evidence. In 
the third place, ho assumes that the 
bribe really passed. Tliis is simply 
absurd, since it is known that the 
scheme of which it was a part, was aban- 
doned. In the fourth jjlace, he assumes 
that the $50,000 was to be employed 
for improper and dislionorable purposes. 
AVhnt for ? To b'uy Amor ? It is well 
known that he was hobnobbing with 
certain American capitalists about that 
period, and that he gave himself out 
as the head of a "ring" able and will- 
ing to build the Paciho section of the 
railway I Keeping these facts in view, 
the assumption that a portion of the 
$50,000 was to bo employed in buying 
off his powerful ruihvay ring socms as fea- 
sible as any other, — the "weakest point 
in tjie^theoiT being the fact that he ne- 
ver attained sufficient importance to 
be noticed at all much less to be thought 
■worth buying off. And if this theoiy 
bo correct, it is not surprising that the 
liu e.tish and patriotic Amor's soul 
, Bbould bom with disappointment at 
the failure of a scheme which present- 

• e.i the only oppoituuity he ever had or 
is likely to have of selling himself. 
But if it was foul treason for Sir Hugh 
and Mr. Nathan to nogotiii'-.e with 
American capitalists for money to cou- 
fituot the Pacitio Bailway, (of which 
there certainly is no evidence in so f ai- 
as the latter gentleman was concern- 
ed), what shall be said of Amor's nego- 
tiations with less substuntinl Yankees 
fo. a ea^ ieasiblo scheme V Wo sup- 
pose tuat was pure and unadulterated 
patriotism! Boes it not occur to this Lo- 
ver of Self tbat-he is presuming altoge- 
ther too much upon public gullibility ? 
As for defending Mr. Nathan against 
these peurile attacks, we have no in- 
tention of doing anything quite so ab- 
surd, feeling well satisfied that he has 

. ij4one'a9thiug calculated eithor tb bring 
discredit upon himself or the Province. 
That gentleman is well able to 
take care of his own reputation against 
all comers, more especially against such 
as now assail him. That he dues wield 
considerable influence in railway cir- 
cles, we know; and, it.is fortunate for 
Victoria that he does. '

I'lirroii BiiiTisii Coi.oNi.sr. In the 
.San i''i-aucisco papers of iluly I8tli it 
is stated that the steamer Otter had 
aiTived nt Victoi-ia from the North 
brin^'ing va-^'iie nuuors t)f tlie lindiiig' 
of two (and unoiher iiecuunt says six) 
Uiiltilaletl bodies .suii!)orfocl to be tlio.-^o 
of persons who were on board the 
steamer tr. S. Wri;,dit, and that the 
press of 3'our city is agitating the sub- 
ject of sending .tnother vessel to make 
a tlioi-ougii search und iiivostigation 
111 tlie iiortlieni coast v.'liere the 
Wright was lo.-,t, 1 for one (having hud 
a luollier un tho Wright) do sincerely 
liope that nnother search may be made, 
ilosv do we know but that one, two, 
live, or ton of these unfortunate people 
aiay have succeei.led in reaching the 
sill ire alive, eitlier on pieees of tlie 
wreck or in the boats We can hardly 
hope that any of them arc still aliv<^, 
Due can we say positively, from the 
Licts liithei-to aL-,certaiiieil that not one 
.v;ists? M.iy not live, or three, or two or 
one of them bo dragging out a miserable 
existence of hopeless slavery in the hands 
01 brutal savages? suflfering bodily pain 
•iiid mental agony, praying that each day 
may tiring de'ivery or dcith. Wh.it be- 
came of tho boats of that wteamer '? If 
oi.'y liail no time to free them from the 
davits before the steanur suuk wuy is it 
that no vastigo of tho boats has been 
found? If tho steamer was so completely 
wrecked and torn ajiart that hor main- 
mast and a i>art of her mam d ok wore 
found ailriit.taen llie bo.its wunhl certain- 
ly liave been fieed from the davits, eitluu- 
entire or in piiicos after she sunk. The 
.■,cas that could tear the mainmast out of a 
vessel would most certainly havo torn tb(^ 
boats loose and aome fragments of them, 
at least, would have been found. 

Tho non-ihuling ot eitht^r boats or 
piece.-! of baatsisthe greatc^-l mystery of 
ail coniiocted with tUe loss of the steamer. 
The following questions present tlieiu- 
-selves to one's mind: Did some of tlie 
[leople succeed in reaching tho shore in 
the boats at some point not yet known, 
.uid fall into the hands of Indians who 
lunrdered them ? Or did thoy reach th" 
shore at some desolate, imiii..abifcd local- 
ity aiul there perish miseral)ly from cold 
and hunger, encouraging until their last 
uoLir a faint hope that thoy might bo dis- 
covered The bones of some of them 
who thus died may now lie bleaohiiig on 
some lonely spot, a record of pa-it agony 
and siilt'eritig. 

We have been tidd that t!io probability 
is, nuiie rcaciied tlie sIk .re c li ^ e. iJutwe 
are not positive of that, and, judging 
from the general result of shipwrecks, it 
IS not i)robable that all and every one 
without e.>Lception ■was drowned before 
icaeliiiig shore. Diiring tlie time that 
has elapsed since theeati.stropbo the lioily 
of a Iniy six or si.'vcii years old and hav- 
ing a life pn>;serv(u fasiene-! to it has beeu 
found ailrift in the neighborhood ot the 
wrecli. The li'idy of a man, also lashed to 
a chair and having u life preserri'r on, 
came a^^llore on .•Vrisii/.able Island, loO 
miles from (Jape (Jautiou, lia>'ing h-.'.eii 
carried north by the wimls and eiirrciits. 

riie.si,- fiuas show that till* steamer ilid 
not Kink instantly, but that there was 
time (perbaps liiteen minutes, perhaps 
liiilf an hour, jierhaps three hours or 
niore)to make an cll'ort to save their lives. 
.\gaiii t li(-iT liavi- been obtained from the 
indians a lantern, a cainlle, a piece of a 
newspaper and some ship's bread. How 
coatd these things reach tho shore uiilosi 
some one carried them there ? The^ 
wero riot articles which floati I db^hopo 
that some steps may be taken to unravel 
those mysteries, if all are dead to u'.i'er- 
taiu with some degree of certainty the 
place, time ami manner of their deatii — if 
liiit one still lives to resciu! him. 

Notwithstanding the apparent hopeless- 
ness of tinding anyone of them alive, how 
do wo know but that some- oaq may yet 
1)0 discovered and rescued, tiio solo sur- 
vivor of the compouy of the ill-fated G.

Oyer the Palls- 
Fatal End of an Elopement.

N1AOA.I.A. Falls, July 7. 

Since the day beforfe yesteyday, tho 
prineipnl subject of c&iiVbrsafcibn in 
tho (iOLintfy for a huudfod miles about 
hits been the fearful descent of tho 
rowing party, swept over t'iio cataract 
on tho evoiung of the -Ith iust. 

Ycstsrday Iwont to Chippewa whence 
the unfortuuate voyogei-s sot sail, and 
there I'learned all that may bo known 
to-day of their tiiid story. 

"Tho Jloyal British-Amoricnn" Ho- 
tel i.s one of those sad looking struot- 
nros, long and low und dirty white in 
colour find broken duwji about tho 
eaves, -^vith a sort of apologetic anglo 
and g'fineral expression of self abase- 
ment. It was to this hotel that on the 
evening oFThiirsday last a little coni- 
paiiy ciimo to play a meny comedy, 
A litllo niter live o'clock on that even- 
ing the landlord, Mr, William Pluni- 
nierfelt, .standing in tho doorway of his 
inn, oberved a group of persons chat- 
ting gaii_\', npproacliing from tho 
river road. They wt-ro three. The 
lif.st a young geiitlenian of aViout twon- 
ty-two years (if age, beardioss, and 
with an ojicii , boyish face, carried a 
heavy valise.

Mr. Pluminerfelt at 
once explained tliedaiigerof attempting 
the passage of the river, and told thein 
liiiuily that he would let them havo a 
ooai on condition of a promise that 
they would oonline tlie:nHelv,';.s to the 
waters of the Cliippe wa Oreok, a deejj 
but slu,ggisli Htri;am, wiiijli here ciiip- 
l e^ into tha Ni igara, T.iey all pro- 
inised readily and rowed iiierriiy np 
tho creek. Near the distillery — less 
tiian half a mile above tlu- viilugo - 
they wore seen "rocking" tho boat af- 
ter u most reckless fashion and ami I 
peals of laughter. A boatman near 
the shore saw tiiat in thuir Cicitcmont 
thfty ilid not notice that tho boat was 
rapidly iiliiug, and that if they contin- 
ued their aport it would soon sink. He 
lowed out to them, showed thorn their 
danger, and assistoil to bail out their 
boat. 

Before retiring on Thur.sday night 
tho young gentleniau asked whore he 
should apply for a marriage license. 
Ho was iiil'orinod that he would h.ave 
to go to Welland, the county scat, in 
order to obtain one. Ho then made 
arraugcineatB fora horse and buggy, 
with which to ride over on the morrow. 

Before noon ho started, accompanied 
by thoyouiiy girl, whoso little brother 
waS iaft*b~eh1nd. 'During the abseueoof 
the'lovers the 'landlord at intervals 
chatted witli the ciiild. 

The three sat down. They nto but 
little meat, but drank froel^y of tlie 
milk, aiul left the ale untouched. Af- 
ter tho lunch they al'. whiBpcred to- 
gether and laughed merrily, and soon 
after they left the hotel and walked 
down to tho creek. 

One of tho villagers noticed, as tliev 
passed out from luider the shadow of 
the inn, -with its oaves, as liuniljlo as 
Uriah lleej), glinting in tho sunshine, 
a dark cloud suddenly obscured tho 
sun, and they soomed to walk as if un- 
der a d.irk canopy. When tlioy ohtaiu- 
a boat, liow(.'ver. this time free to go 
where the_y ple.esed and uudor no re-

t bo .-iliore as tho channel of tho current.

Emigvanta at Sea- 

The N. Y. Herald has sent n reporter to 
make astuerage passage as au emigrant in 
the '■E ,'ypl"the niagiiihcent now vessel 
of the National Line. 'The steerage was 
crowded with etnigri'ftta, accomodated in 
temporary bunks, which were open to de- 
predation if any b.id eharueters were on 
boaid. Tho unmarried females were in 
sepeiato rooms, under the cliarRo of a 
matron, and a guard was appointed at the 
iloor, but on one pretetlce or another, or 
no pretence at all, any one could go in. 
and the male' 'dobWW^aml stewards made 
very free frolicking with tho women, in 
return for which freedtnn a number of 
tho girls bad sjiecial privileges in the 
kitchen. The reporter adds: 'The op- 
porl unities for immoral proceedings mnat 
need bo many and frequent lu a throng 
so placed;'' and he suggested that far 
stric'.er vigilance and more trustworlhv 
keeiiers ai'o necessary. There was abun- 
danoo of food, but ■none but tho most 
ravenous,' he s;iys, V-onld fcnst on the 
meatoriisb fuinishod;' and the meals 
were greatly liuiried by tho stewards, 
,vho were very roiie-h in s'M-ving tho pas- 
sengers, and whoindnlgediii 'ono unceas- 
ing volleyof oaths and foul language,' 
though the passengers « ere as mild as a 
troop of sh.jep.' T.ie capiaiii and otHoors 
managed the siiip ivell; lint they did not 
koop up -sullicienily stricl discipline in re- 
gard to the dealings of tho crow and un- 
derlings with the steerage passengers, 
nor pay i)roper attiuition to complaints. 
The sailors eontuiually insulted and 
liushed the pusseii^'ers aliout, and some- 
times stnudt them and jilayed tricks on 
tliem. The sl<-wards were never weary 
of u hooping, yelling aud shouting at the 
oas.sengerB. Tho GerinanK wore tho most 
otdci-ly, but the Ie ist cleanly, Thohoallh 
of all on board w.is good.
